DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 3 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hambright, U. S. Patent 6164859. 

3. Hambright teaches a album page comprising a frame 100 defining a cavity 76 for 
holding a three dimensional objects, a back 62 configured for use in mounting the three 
dimensional objects, and an at least partially transparent front 60, a flex hinge portion 
69 attached to the frame portion 100; and a binder portion 106 attached to the flex hinge 
portion 66, wherein the binder portion has a thickness essentially the same as a 
thickness of the frame portion. See figure 4.
